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RARE COINS 

Many list the 1856 Flying Eagle 
Cent and other coins as rare, and 
have occasion to use the word rare 
loosely. This should be avoided. 
I advise collectors to purchase 
or read var.ous reference numis- 
matic books which are very help- 
ful with informative items. Which 
can actually save you money in 
the purchasing of coins, through 
the knowledge derived from them. 
Sheldons Early Cents, Newcombs 
U.S. Copper Cents, Crosby Early 
Coins of America, U.S. Silver 
Dollars by Bolender, Friedbergs 
Currency, Criswell’s Confederate 
series, Adams-Woodin pattern 
Books, any one of these should be 
of immense value for knowledge 
and reference. 

Here is a table rating most us- 
ed by all collectors and dealers. 
For specific ratings and notes 
check the various reference books. 
Scarce - Approx. 10,000 or more, 
or to denote low mintage. 

Very scarce - approx. 500 or more 

Rare - approx. 300 or more 

Very Rare - approx. 25 to 100 or 
more 

Extremely Rare - approx. 4 to 10 
or more 

Semi Unique - approx. 2 or 3 

Unique - 1 

Such scarce and most sought 
items such as 1909S VDB, 1914D, 
1931S Lincoln cents, 1877, 1908S, 


1909S cents, 1916D dimes, and 
other coins, were produced in 
hundreds of thousands. In the 


true numismatic sense mintages 
in excess of1000 should not be 
classified as rare. The fact that 
these items are in constant de- 
mand and exceedingly increasing 
in price yearly, they can be ac- 
counted for by the rolls. 

The hoarders, speculators, deal- 
ers, collectors and beginners con- 
stant accumulation of these 
scarce items reflect present mar- 
ket value. The amount of new 
collectors and investors of the 
coin hobby is at its highest level. 
Because of enjoyment and pos- 
sibilitys many more collectors 
will be added to the present in 
years to come.

PATTERN COINS 


Pattern specimens are one of 
the most beautiful and interest- 
ing pieces to collect. Many inter- 
esting things can be told about 
a nation through its design, metal 
and engraver, only through con- 
gress can a design be changed, 
or acceptance of a new issue 
struck. 

Most patterns are valuable and 
classed as rare, due to the fact 
few are struck. At least one pat- 
tern coin should be in every col- 
lection, all patterns are usually 
struck as proofs to acquire the 
best features of the design. A 
pattern is designed and struck 
with the utmost care to be studied 
for faults and improvement. Other 
pattern coins are known as Trial 
pieces and test specimens, these 
are found to have missing dates, 
inscriptions or other designs, they 
are also named such because they 
were struck in various metals 
other then intended by regular 
issue. Various metals used were 
gold, silver, brass, copper, alum- 
inum, nickel, zinc, tin, only two 
known halves were struck in 
platinum. 

As was the custom these pat- 
terns were given as presentations 
to government officials. 

The above photo shows a few 
of the various designs, and metals 
which were the trials for our 
present day Silver dollars and 
Liberty V nickels. If you would 
like to add a few of these pat- 
terns or trial pieces to your col- 
lection inquire at your coin dealer 
or check different auction cata- 
logues and ad displays. The 
Adams-Woodin pattern reference 
book is a good guide as to rarity 
and value. Some of the largest 
stocks of patterns and reference 
books can be had from the follow- 
ing dealers: James Inc. of Ky.;

| legible on coins graded good, clear on coins 
graded very good. One graded fine should 
have full liberty. 

5 CENT BUFFALO: On a good coin edge 
of word Liberty may be slightly worn, but 
on one graded very good the word Liberty 
is clear and one-half of horn shows, a fine 
coin should have nearly a full horn, and 
coin classed as very fine has full horn and 
tail shows on hip. 

10 CENT MERCURY: Watch 
fasces, on coins classed very good some 
fasces lines show, a fine coin should have 
most all lines.
